I said there had been no significant new developments since the Director's 
29 March testimony other than the new silos and evidence as to the significance 
of these was still inconclusive. Trimble said he would like to see the trans- 
cript of the 29 March testimony and I said I would send it over for Art Kuhl, 
of the Committee staff, to hold for Trimble's examination. Trimble also 
asked if they could get something in writing which would supplement the 
transcript by confirming my oral statement about the status of information 
on the new silos. 1 said I would take this up with the Director and let him 
know.
